COAL STRIKE 


The news dispatches indicate that Presi- 


• dent'Coolidge is preparing to intervene to 
prevent the threatened coal strike. Some 
progress has been made between the min- 
rers and operators toward the negotiation 
of an agreement, but the probability is 
ithat they will not get together. On the es- 
! parti statements of the two interested 


• Bides, the public is in no position to judge 
as to the merits of the controversy. To 
undertake to do this would be to antici- 
pate information which is not even in the 
hands of the president and which can be 
ascertained only after the most painstak- 
ing investigation. 


If Mr. Coolidge is called upon to act to 


prevent a strike he will necessarily have 
to re^y upon such agencies as the secr&- 
tary' of commerce, the Coal commission 
and possibly the Federal Trades commis- 
sion. All o£ these have investigated the 
coal industry and are more or less familiar 
, with its operation and its present day 


status. 


In the main, 'the Federal Trades com- 


mission and the Coal commission have 


,v agreed about the salient facts in connec-

tion with the anthracite industry. 
Both 


say that production has long remained sta- 
tionary, notwithstanding prices have ruled 
high and the population has increased. 
Both point out that eight companies con-

tition, but where this competition is to 
come from is not clear. In conclusion they 
emphasize the need for regularly published 
'data on production and cost. 


Despite this information, it does not 


satisfy the public's curiosity as to certain 
peculiar things in connection with anthra- • 
cite mining. One is the question as to why 
production has not Increased, why it has 
remained stationary. Are we to under- 
stand that the demand for hard coal has 
fallen off and that its use is being super- 
,ceded by the use of other fuels, including 
.eoft coal and oil? 


So far as competition is concerned, it 


is very difficult to bring that about for 
the simple reason that anthracite is a nat- 
ural monopoly. 
The independent oper- 


ators are for the most part the high cost 
operators. The cost of coal mining is an- 
other matter on which information is in- 
adequate. 
"While it is true that prices 


have been stabilized, it is possible they 
have been fixed at too high a plane, and 
on the other hand that this price is nec- 
essary in order to pay wages. Just how 
much profits there are in the anthracite 
business and where they are taken is also 
an interesting subject which ought to be 
ascertained before any satisfactory judg- 
ment can be passed as to whether prices 
are high, profits are excessive or wages 
are too high or too low. 


* 
If the president can get this informa- 


tion he will be in a position to deal equit- 
ably and fairly with the issue raised. 
Perhaps he may be able to get the oper- 
ators and miners in advance in such a way

as to induce them to come to an agree- 
ment. This would be better still. At any 
rate, the public has much confidence that 
Mr. Coolidge will be able to avert a strike.

IX THE GREAT OPEN SPACES. 


The ultraviolet rays of sunlight, the electric arc 


lamp or the mercury vapor quartz lamp seem to be 
essential for normal mineral metabolism 
in 
the 


body, that is. for the normal utilization of the im- 
portant mineral substances in food, such as calcium 
(lime) and phosporus. 
Whatever the mysterious 


factor In ultraviolet (invisible light may be. the re- 
search workers have determined by animal experi- 
mentation and careful tests In human nutrition 
that the factor may be carried by certain food sub- 
stances, or substances which may be used as food, 
notably cod liver oil. The physiologists have even 
found that other oils, such as olive oil, or lard, may 
be made to carry the factor by *xposing.,thin films 
of the oils to ultraviolet rays. Is this the uniden- 
tified factor which is called a vitamin? It remains 
for the physiological chemist of the future to set- 
tle that question. 


The physical superiority of troops from the west 


over those recruited from the eastern states was 
impressed on all observers In the course of our 
preparation for the world war. It had always been 
assumed that men in the west averaged higher in 
stature and in. physical development or strength 
than men In the east. The movements of troops 
from cantonments to ports of debarkation gave fre- 
quent opportunity for comparison of picked bodies 
of men and convinced the most skeptical that men 
are men in the great open spaces.1* They grow bis- 
ger and better men out where the tall corn grows 
and on to the Rockies. My own deduction is that 
this difference is a matter ot ultraviolet light—the 
great open spaces afford more of it^than, the smoky 
cities of the east. I should not advise any short 
young easterner to go west in the hope of growing 
up as they do in the great open spaces, but I think 
infants who are destined to remain short ought to 
insist upon their parents moving out where the 
ultraviolet factor is free and unscreened by cloud 
or smoke. 
Treatment of such foods as meat and cereals with 
ultraviolet light has been found to impart to these 
foods the factor necessary to prevent rickets, and 
it is now well known that meat and cereals are or- 
dinarily incapable of preventing rickets. 


Rickets is a disease of nutrition. It affects every 


part of the body, not merely the bones. In rickets 
there is a faulty calcium (lime) metabolism—for 
some reason the calcium in food or water is not 
utilized by the body as fully as it should be utilized, 
so that there is a lack of the necessary amount of 
calcium or lime) in the bones and other tissues. Or 
it may be that there is an excessive elimination, or 
waste of calcium from the body. 
Tfyis Is another 


question which must be left to the physiological 
chemist to answer finally. Anyway, we know that 
rickets is a disturbance in nutrition, mainly 
a 


faulty calcium metabolism. 
It is for the express 


purpose of preventing any slight manifestation of 
this very common disease that physicians nowxrec- 
ommend the addition of a few drops of plain cod 
liver oil to the food of the artificially fed infant, 
beginning with say five drops twice a day for a baby 
2 months old and gradually Increasing the daily 
dose until the baby takes, say, a teaspoonful of 
cod liver oil dally from the time he Is 5 months 
old. 
If the codfish should become -extinct, don't 


worry, but substitute sunlight for thevcod liver oil. 
If the smoke in your town screens out most of the 
ultraviolet light, find a doctor or hospital where the 
baby can be given the •ultraviolet treatment—but 
for goodness sake don't mix this up with that 
worthless toy known as "violet ray machine."

All his life Joseph Conrad continued 


to ha\e a warm spot in his heart for 
"The Xigger of the Narcissus" and 
he is said to have made the remark 
that he was willing to rest his fame on 
that book. Shortly before his dea$h 
Conrad had a conversation -with G. 
Jean Ambry, his translator into the 
French, and, the talk turned to "The 
Xigger" again. 
Ambry tells about 


it in a literary magazine. 


Conrad began to wnte "The Nigger 


of the Xarclssus" on his honeymoon. 
A retired sailor after 20 years on the 
seven seas, forced to give up his pro- 
fession for reasons of health. Conrad 
had settled in England to a, quiet life 
that was in sharp contrast to the 
adventurous life he had led hitherto 
and which he had planned to live all 
his life. 
He published two novels 


whch had made no stir at all. He had 
almost no money and he had no me- 
means of making any The experience 
with the two earlier novels had prov- 
ed to him that a living in that -way 
was at best precarious 


But he sterns to have been some- 


thing of a gambler and he married an 
almost no money and he had no 
visible means of supporting her. For 
their honeymoon they went to Brit- 
tany and settled in an old stone house. 
In spite of the fact that the first two 
books had not sold, Conrad seemed to 
be feverishly anxious to begin on a 
third and he did not wait for the end 
of his honeymoon but started right 
in on "The Xigger of the Narcissus."

On the ad- 
vice of' a friend Conrad took it to 
Heinemann and that publisher was 
brave enoueh to take a chance, risk- 
the 50 pounds. And he continued to 
take chances on Conrad, at one time 
grubstaking him for, two years so that 
he might have leisure- to write.

This was in 1896' but It was not 


until 1916 that the money Invested 
in genius began to pay rich dividends.

eer of the Narcissus" were substan- 
tlonallv all fact.

All he had to do was 
to look back over his recent life on 
thn sea and work experiences oh ship- 
board into a moving narrative of life 
and death. His task was not inven- 
tiop but selection and Investing the 
unrelated incidents of his life aboard 
with universal meaning. 


There was actually a real "nigger" 


who died under circumstances some- 
what similar to those under which 
James 
Wait. 
Conrad's 
character 


breathed his last. Only his name was 
not "James Wait" but something that 
Conrad told his translator he had 
foreotten. 
The name "James Wait" 


Conrad took from another member of 
the crew of another ship he serxed 
on. 
There was also a ship called 


"The Narcissus" and Conrad served 
on it at one time but It was not the 
vessel on which the "nigger" died. 
Conrad describes the last time he saw 
the "nigger" alive, when he brought 
th*> dvinK man food during .the morn- 
ing watch and it is not unlike the 
description of'the scene in the novel. 


It is long ago now but these bio- 


graphical data add more interest to- a 
great book.
